of former combat veterans on behalf of the anti-Castro 
rebel forces. 



Source further described GABALDON as born ,, in ✓ n . r 
L os Angeles, California, of Mexican parentage, •placed for . "ZZZ-Z- 
'Moptioh in a Japanese"^ amily, and as having grown up on 
the east side of Los Angeles, typical of the youth there 
who have had one brush vith the law after another. GABALDON 
joined the United States Marine Corps in World War II, . ' 
and became noted for the singular exploit of capturing 
a battalion of Japanese soldiers on one of the islands. 
After his return from service, GABALDON held numerous 
jobs, including consultant to the. Hollywood film industry 
on his military exploits.* 

GABALDON has stated personally that when FIDEL 
CASTRO came to the leadership of Cuba, he was set for 
assassination by GABALDON, who olanned to fly his own 
plane to Cuba for this purpose. GABALDON explains that 
for one reason or another this did not. come off. 



When the Cuban invasion fiasco occurred, there

to merge with BALA. Source advised that the BALA group, 
an anti-communist group emanating from South America, 
resented GABALDON* S attempt at domination and politely

At this juncture GABALDON moved to the Encino 
area in Los Angeles, put out recruiting advertisements and 
gained some topical television publicity. Source noted 
that numerous of the petty criminal element became 
numbered among GABALDON' S following: car thieves, bad 
check artists, petty con-men. Source further advised that 
GABALDON 1 S recruiting enterprise among reserve members 
of . the United States Armed Forces brought GABALDON sharply 
to the notice of military intelligence in Los Angeles. 

Source advised, that GABALDON about the summer 
of 19ol, captivated the interest of .some business men in the 
Long Beach area in California j staged a oatriotic rally 
in the large Civic Auditorium, showed the film,' "Hell to 
Eternity", in which his exploits are memorialized, and 
gained the reputation of staging a "flop" according to 
source. , , 

Source further advised in respect to GABALDON'S 
reputation, that GABALDON formerly lived on land appropriated 
by the State of California for eventual freeway purposes, 
failed in his rent and was to be evicted. GABALDON, 
instead of recognizing the order to vacate, reputedly 
re-rented the same premises from the state, but under an 
assumed name. His family are believed presently to reside 
on Harold Street, Pico-Rivera, CalSbrnia. 

Source advised that GABALDON has left the Los 
Angeles area for El Paso, Texas, , and Mexico, claiming to 
have the whole police force 63 Tijuana in his confidence 
on the anti-communist issue. He travels with a 16 MM copy 



of his film, "Hell to Eternity", and is masterful in name 
dropping, where he believes such personal references will 
he impressive. 

Another source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, has advised that GABALDON is 
presently in Mexico City, Mexico, has been made a . 
Comraandante of "Accion Revolucionaria Mexicanista" (ARM) 
claims to be attempting to revive an anti-communist 
magazine; attempting to establish the first international 
anti-communist convention in Mexico City for November 15, 
1961; is planning to combat communism in San Luis potosi 
in early September 196I; screening "Hell to Eternity" for the 
Minister of Defense in Mexico City with other generals; and 
contacting the United States Ambassador there. This 
source further advised that GABALDON claims his life is 
in danger in Mexico, but that he is afforded a body-guard 
by ARM, which is obtaining a pistol permit for GABALDON, 
according to his statement* 

This source further advised that GABALDON has 
ordered a Spanish translation of tapes made at the 
popularly-successful Southern California School of Anti- 
Communism, held at the Sports Arena, Los Angeles, 
August 28 - September 2, 196l, which* he indicates he 
will use in furthering his antiscommunist effort in 
Mexico. GABALDON also, according to this source, proposes 
to approach. American firms doing business in Mexico to 
represent them, particularly because of his "political 
connections";* GABALDON has requested DAC letterheads. 
In this last connection it is notable that GABALDON has 
earlier defined the existence of his DAC as from April 17, 
1961, to April 23, 1961, when, he -said, it stopped all 
business.

THE STORY OF 
D. AVC, - Drive Against Communism 



Guy Gabaldon captured over two 1 thousand Japanese 
prisoners single-handedly on Saipan as a part of the. Second 
"Marine Division o After being decorated, then wounded, he was 
returned to civilian life at the age of nineteen, carrying 
the. scars of battle. .. 

His civilian life was not without excitement . He 
married- the daughter of Russian religious refugees, and 
learned. to speak Russian. For more than ten years Gabaldon 
flew passengers and cargo to Latin American countries in his 
own airplane.

"This is Your Life.". A book, "From Hell to Eternity, 11 was 
written about his life, and Allied Artists' presented this 
story in the, film by the same name. . 

Allied Artis-ts sent Guy across the. nation with the 
film in a grinding series of personal appearances, where he * 
was honored with "Keys to the City," top honors by- governors, 
generals • and statesmen. 

In the meantime, Gabaldon saw the great menace of the 
Communist conspiracy and feared for the safety of his country. 
When Communism' moved into Cuba, he was ready to' fight again. 

Since his life has been "action, action, action," he- 
decided to use his influence to fight Communism, forming an \ 
organization called D. A. C. (Drive: Against Communism). On 
radio and television he called for volunteer fighting men to 
rally around, him and helpji with the invasion of Cuba. Within : 
four days of the announcement , over a thousand experienced; 
fighting men had volunteered with rifles, automatic weapons, 
jet aircraft, and even the offer of a submarine. Before he 
could organize the men, the Cuban Invasion became a fiasco, 
and Gabaldon abandoned the military rally. 

He did not abandon the D. A. C, however. "This is a 
war. of ideas, so I'll fight them with ideas," he pounded. 
With Cuba .gone for the moment, Gabaldon decided to do his best 
to keep the Communists from taking over Mexico. He knew 
Mexico- and its vast problem of" the extremes of riches and 
poverty. He knew how the Communis ts were getting to the 



people with food and clothing and propaganda. Mexico, oould 
be saved If he could arouse the people of the United States 
to give immediate aid to the peopie of Mexico. 

The new D« A. C. must be a people-to-people operation. 
Each city inThe United States must adopt^ a Sister City in. 
Mexico or some other Latin American country. These cities 
would.be completely adopted, that is, mayor to mayor, Kiwanis 
to Ki wani s , Ro t ary to fiotary, schoolmaster, to schoolmaster, 
citizen to citizen. All help would be. given directly to the 
needy, not through government officials, by our citizens 
actually taking the aid to the destitute and handing it to 
them in person, establishing, friendships .and a rapport between* 
the peoples of the two cities, and w&rning them of the " 
dangers of Communism. 

Gabaldon appealed to several businessmen, who took up 
the idea with enthusiasm and carried it to o there . bua in o o o m . 
.Through their business acuity, they proposed that the most 
effective way to accomplish this would be to enlist the 
financial and influential aid of their associates throughout . 
the nation ^teAsend^abaldon on a continuous tour of American 
cltlcn ^f^Tj^glt^l rr Freedom Forums to spearhead the organized ( 
effort' in each community*^ adopt, a Sister City and ^o^gather*^ 
and distribute! aid below the Border. &<J>4M^»^d*^ 

Experienced .Freedom Forum organizers would follow in. 
the wake of Gabaldon's personal appearances to establish : 
permanent units of D. A..C. in each community. D. A. C, 
would coordinate the efforts and act as liaison between the 
American communities and the Mexican people,, helping .each 
community according to the problem involved.;. 

Freedom Forums would then accomplish two major pur- 
poses : they would help the people of Latin America who are 
being influenced by Communist methods, and they would inform 
and educate the people of their own American community as to 
the true nature of Communism. 

Do A. C. does not . "witch hunt" or call names. . D.dA„ 
C. is an educational and aid program. The credo of D. , A. C. 
is, "I live in the best country on God's green earth, and I 
mean to keep it that way, so help me God!
